They have heen attacked by caterpillars, and in gome 
gases almost denuded of leaves. ‘The elms especially | 
are suffering, which I think is rather unusual. Catere 
pillars are to be seen orawling up the trunks of many 
of the trees, and already the maples on 155th Street 
ave presenting patohes of brown.and weathered foliage. 
A thorough spray would probably save the lives of many 
of these trees, but from an unselentifie examination 
their lives do uppear to be threatened. I am vonturing 
to send this information in the hope that you may be 
enabled to take some action to prevent @ spread of the 
peat.
